Strike of Pi on: Chiea- 
go and Northwestern Rail- 
road’s New Station Is 
Called Off.

‘Signed Articles’ of Agreement 


Provide for Arbitration in 
the Case of Further 
Troubles. 


The strike on the new Chicago and North- 
western terminal staftton is called off. Forced 
by the strong public opinion arrayed against 
him, “* Skinny " Madden, dictator of the Ae- 
sociated Building Trades, entered into an 
agreement with the officials of the railroad 
company at a conference yesterday after- 
noon to order the strikers back to’work. 

The conference was held at the genera) 
offices of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road company. Asa result of the agreement 
more than 600 building laborers, iron and 
stee] workers,- hoisting engineers, and 
teamsters will return to work on the con- 
tracts of the George A. Fuller company and 
George W. Jackson, inc., tomorrow morning, 

, The agreement, which was by W. J. 
Towne, engineer of main for the 
Northwestern railroad, and Herman Lilien, 
president of the Building and Hod- 
earriers’ union of the Associated Building 
Trades, stipulates that the railroad com- 
pany will let contracts pro for the em- 
ployment of union labor on the remainirg 


work on the north approach from Phillips 
street to May street. 


Railroad Work Not Affected. 

“ Skinny " was forced to concede that this. 
does not include the employment of union 
railroad construction, such as | 
laying of tracks, filling of tracks, ties, ballast, 
and other details of railroad building. The 
agreement *provides also that there aré now 
no unsettled disputes of any sort whatever 
between “Skinny” Madden and his gang 
and the Northwestern railroad company. 

It was agreed by the officials of the com- 
pany that the remaining contracts 
let within twenty-four hours after the strik- 
ers report to the contractors and actually go 
to work, 

AS @ guarantee against any future trou- 
bles and “ sympathetic strikes ” that “ Bkin- 
ny" might engineer, the officials of the road 
forced the gang to accept an iron clad arbi- 
tration clause in the agreement. This pro- 
vides that all misunderstandings which may 
arise about matters relating exclusively 
to work over which the railroad company 
has contro) sHall be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. Nothing, however, is sald about dis- 
putes which may occur between the unions 


tors. 
Two Belected for Arbitrators. 

Mr. Towne was designated as the arbitrator 
for the railroad company and President 
Lilien will act for the Associated Building 
Trades. A third arbitrator will be selected 
by the two within three days after the dis- 
pute has been submitted to the board for set- 
tlement, 

It was agreed also that there will be no 
cessation of work pending settlement by 
arbitration. This provision, it is believed, 
insures peace so far as the railroad com- - 
pany is concerned during the progress of the 
work on the new $20,000,000 terminal station. 

At the close of the conference, which was 
attended by “Skinny” Madden, President 
Lilien, and other business agents of the As- 
sociated Building Trades, and Vice President 
W. A. Gardner, and W. J. Towne of the 
railroad company, Vice President Gardner 
gave out the following formal statement: 

“ Conference was had today at the offices 
of the railroad company hetween representa- 
tives of union labor and the’ officials of the 
engineering department of the road in charge 
of the work. Agreements were concluded 
which satisfactorily dispose of all matters in 
dispute, d‘ provide for settlement of fu- 
ture misunderstandings, if any shall arise, 
without suspension of work.”’ 


Settlement a Blow to “Skinny.” 


The ‘“ gettlement ’’ is a great blow to 
‘Skinny "’ and a victory for the railroad 
company and for W. A. Merriman, head of 
the George A. Fuller company, contractors 
for the termina! station and auxiliary build- 
ings. It practically leaves matters where 
they were before the. etrike was called three 
weeks ago. 

“ Skinny "' demanded that the entire con- 
struction work, including all contractors and 
subcontractors, be untonized, and that the 
eight track railroad bridge across the drain- 
age canal at Campbell avenue be placed 
under his control. 

In addition, the labor czar demanded that 
all steam fitting, concrete work, downspout 
work, gas fitting, and electrical construction 
be done by the men under his control. All of 
these demands he wae forced to give up. 

Contractors deciared Madden's origina] .e- 
mands were the most preposterous ever made 
for the settlement of a strike. It was recog- 
nized from the first that the sfrike was called 
purely as a ‘“‘holiup” proposition for the 
benefit of *‘ Skinny ” and his gang of “* busi. 
ness agents.” ; 

The contractors, however, felt that the 
strike was the “‘ last straw " and determined 
upon an exposé of “ Skinny’ and his sym- 
pathetic strike methods. The strike was 
called on the merest subterfuge of an excuse. 
No demand of any sort, however, was made 
by the dictator and his gang until a week ago 
Saturday, two weeks after the strike was 
called. 

The exposé of the Madden methods in call- 
ing and settling strikes forced the elusive 
labor czar to come forward with a tangible 
proposition. This was done as a “ grand- 
stand’’ play for the benefit of himself and 
his gaug, Who feared a revolt by the member- 
ship of the Associated Building Trades as 
a result of the exposé of his * holdup " tac- 
tics againet the contractors. 


Work to Be Resumed at Once. 

‘**T am glad the trouble is settled,”’ said Mr. 
Merriman of the Fuller company. “If it 
means that we shall have peace for a while I 
shall be satisfied. We shall now go ahead 
with our contract and complete the work.” 

The exposé of * Skinny’ Madden and his

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IBNSEN QUITS PARK POSITION 


Will Cease to Be Superintendent 
of West System Tomorrow. 


an 


IS RETAINED AS ADVISER. 


John F. Smulski Will Retire from the 
Presidency of March 1. 


Jens Jensen will cease to be superintendent 
of the west parks temorrow. | 

John F. Smulski will cease to be president 
of the west park board two weeks from to- 
morrow. 

In these two facts may He the solution of 
the knotty problems which have been agi- 
tating the politicians and nature lovers of 
the west side for the last few months. But 
again the final and most disastrous storm 
may have been only delayed. — 

The “joker” with the great possibilities 
for future trouble lies in the fact that Mr. 
Jensen has not severed his connection with 
the park system he has built up. He merely 
has changed his olé official title, dropped a 
few onerous duties, and taken on the new 
title of “‘ consulting landscape architect and 
engineer.” He still will take an active part 
in the administration of the parks and will 
retain his position only as long as tlie &ystem 
is kept up to the same high efficiency that has 
characterized it dufing the last few years. 


Politics Still May Interfere. 

As the dissensions that have riven the 
board have been the result, according to Mr. 
Jensen, of the attempts of board members 
to inject politics into the administration, 
it is obvious that the terms under which he 
accepts the new position do not eliminate 
the possibility of friction. . 

The acting superintendent will be A. C. 
Schoeter, who has served the board for ten 
years as engineer. If he is found able to 
handle the superintendency he probably will 
be retained, though his appointment is con- 
sidered tentative. He will receive the same 
salary that he hag been receiving as engineer, 
$3,000 a year. 

Mr. Jensen will guffer a cut in salary from 
$6,000 to $2,400 a year, a cut which will’ be 
made up many times over by the fact that he 
may do work other than that for the park 
board. ‘ 

The action was taken by the board at a 
special meeting called on Lincoln's birthday 
prior to a tour of the parks by all the mem- 


| bers and Mr. Jensen, and was the direct 


result of Mr. Jensen's demands. 


West Siders Like Jensen. 

When. in the summer of 1905, Mr. Jensen 
was induced to accept the position of euper- 
intendent, Nhe asked that he be allowed to 
keep up his private work as landscape archi- 
tect and give only a part of his time to the 
board. The board, however, considered the 
task of rehabilitating the parks and spend- 
ing on them the $2,000,000 raised by bond 
issue for that purpose and they insisted 
on his giving all his time until Jan. 1, 1900- 
Then, according to verbal agreement, he was 
to be relieved of some of his duties and al- 
lowed to engage in the work of laying out 
estates for millionaires, a work which pays 
better than making parks for cities. But 
about the time this change was to take place 
some individual suggested that Mr. Jensep 
pe “ fired,” and some of the members of 
the board said unkind things about him. 

At this there arose a storm of popular 
indignation that such trgatment should be 
accorded to the man who had sacrificed his 
own personal interests to give the west 
side one of the finest park systems in the 
country. The politicians said Mr. Jensen had 


for a position from a Republican as an in- 
sult, and a letter of recommendation from a 
park commissioner as an absolute disquali- 
fication. Mr. Jensen simply did nothing. 


Mr. Smulski made the next move by re- 
signing from the position of president in 


got to a point where he regarded a request 


indignation, and the commissioners prompt- 
ly showed where their hearts were by re- 


electing him. The proposition of “ promot- 


ing ’’ Mr. Jensen to a purely consulting po- 
sition and divesting him of all powers of 
appointment and management was made, 
but it was denounced by the superintend- 


ent's triends and not pressed by the board. 


About a month ago, however, Mr. Jensen 
decided that he really needed the money and 
asked for permission to engage im work 
outside af the parks, and expressing his 


willingness to serve the board in an advisory 


capacity. He insisted, however, that he 
have a general power of supervision and the 
right to withdraw at any time that he 
should feel ‘the standards of the ad- 
ministration were being lowered. He was 
allowed to name his own salary in the new 
position and the change was made unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Smuiski, having seen this last big prob- 
lem of his administration apparently settled, 
then resigned for the second time, the resig- 
nation to go into effect March 1. 


Tells Why He Stepped Out. 

“T have not resigned from the position 
of general superintendent,’’/said Mr. Jensen 
last evening. ‘“‘I simply was asked by Mr. 
Smulski if I was willing to step out at this 
time, according to my agreement with Mr. 
Exe t, or wait until later in the spring. 
I told him if I was to go at all I wanted to 
be relieved at once. 

‘Mr. Eckhart prevailed upon me to stay 
and, finish the work I had planned. I then 
agreed with him to remain at the head of the 
work, provided I wag to be the head, until 
Jan. 1, 1969. I felt that most of the con- 
structive work of rebuilding and beautifying 
the west park system could be completed by 
that time. 

“AS my calculations made at that time 
camé out about right, I went to Mr. Wells 
a few days ago and told him I was ready to 
step out, if the board felt that it did not want 
me any longer.”’ 


/&rouses Poetry in the Soul. 

About a year ago Jeneen planned a tiny 
Japanese garden for a little hollow in Hum- 
boldt park and called upon one of his lieuten- 
ants to construct it. The man worked hard, 
but seemed unable to catch the idea.

** Yes,"’ was the answer. 

‘** Well, all that is neded for you to carry 
out this work is some poetry in your nature. 
I am sure it is there, but it hasn't come out. 
I want you to watch the programs of the 
Thomas orchestra and the next time they 
play Mendelssohn's ‘Spring Song’ I want 
you to go and hear it. Then come out here 
and get to work on this again.” 

The man heard the “ Spring Song.”" He 
felt. what Jensen wanted him to feel when 
he worked on that garden. He built the 
garden, which was the scene of the outdoor 
sculptor exhibit last summer. it is known 
as a gem of its kind.

Theater Manager Asks Policeman 
| + to Step from Aisle. 


F, E. COYNE. SUPPORTS HIM. 


Will Tell Shippy of Patrolman’s Act.at 
Five Cent Show. 


You had better be careful how you ad4- 
dress a policeman if his bulky form happens 
to blockade the aisle of a theater. 

Charies PF. Peters, manager of the Boston, 
a 6 cent amusement resort at 114 Madison 
street, last night requested Patrolman Will- 
lam O'Malley to please step aside, and he 
was locked up at thé Harrison street station 
for “interfering with an officer.’’ 

Former Postmaster F. E. Coyne was a 
witness to what had occurred before and 
after the arrest of Peters, and he says he will 
report the matter to Chief Shippy Monday 
morning. He characterizes the arrest as 
“a high handed outrage” and says the po- 
liceman—not Peters—should have been taken 
to a cell. 

Coyne Says He Was Threatened. 

Mr. Coyne and J. H. Ferris, proprietor of 
the theater, followed the prisoner to” the 
pdlice station and procured his release on 
bonds. Both Mr. Coyne and Mr. Ferris de- 
clared at the station that the police officer 
had exceeded his authority. 

“ Why, he even threatened to arrest me for 
interceding,”” said the former postmaster. 
‘* When he learned who I was he then offered 
to release Peters if he would apologize. 

‘I shall report the policeman’s outrageous 
conduct to the chief and also to Mayor 
Busse.”’ 

The trouble between Manager Peters and 
O'Malley occurred about 9:30 o'clock. It 
was half an hour Jater, though, before the 
policeman whose dignity had been injured 
decided to make : arrest. 


Copper Violates Fire Act? 
According to the manager’s story, O’ Mal- 


ley, who was in uniform, entered the theater, 
as is his nightly cugtom, and stood inside the 
door blocking the main aisie. Under the fire 
ordinances adopted after the Iroquois dis- 
aster, the aisles of a theater must be kept 
free of egress and ingress. Manager Peters 
claims he was only enforcing the law when 
he asked the policeman to stand aside. 

O'Malley, who-.is a new man on the force, 
resented what he calis an “insult.”” There 
was lowd talk in the rear of the playhouse— 
mostly on the part of the policeman, it is 
said, and the spectators were disturbed. 
Some one who saw the blue uniform and star, 
shouted: ‘“‘ Put the copper out.” That, of 
course, didn’t help matters any. 


Patch Up Truce, but He Returns. 

Mr. Coyne and Mr. Ferris, who were in 
the theater, went to the door and poured oi) 
upon the troubled waters. O'Malley gave 
his delt a hitch and wem away. A short 
time later, however, he again entered the 
theater. 

Mr. Ferris and Mr, Coyne saw him come 
in, and, fearing another interruption to the 
performance, went to the door. Peters 
stepped outside in the lobby, so that those 
in the playhouse would not be disturbed. 

After a lively setto of words O'Malley 
grabbed Peters and started toward the pa- 
trol box at Madison and Clark streets, Mr. 
Coyne sprang in front of the policeman 
and tried to dissuade him from causing 
trouble. It was then, it is said, that O Ma)- 
ley threatened to arrest the ex-postmaster.

No Tea Gossip; All Religion. 

“ Religion was the sale subject of our 
Puritan forefathers’ talk and thought,” de- 
clare@ Mr. McLaughlin. “There was a 
depth and intensity of religious conviction 
in them that the present generation could 
not equal if it wanted to. They were in- 
tenselyin earnest, and the reality of the 
divine presence was strong in their minds. 
To them God was no shadowy, impersonal 
force;—-he was. always at hand, and if any 
being was more immediate, then it was the 
devil.

Her Word Possibly May Canse Colonel’s

Grave moral considerations will confront 
Mrs. Dolly Logan Tucker tomorrow morn- 
ing, when she appears before the retiring 
board of the United Statesarmy. The presi- 
dent of the United States indirectly has sum- 
moned her to appear here, and her mission 
is to testify with regard to her husband, 
Col. William FPF.

Her word more than that of any other 
person will determine whether he is to be 
retired from the army and whether his retife- 
ment will be with pay. 

If she lifts her voice to say he brought 
about his present serious iliness through dis- 
sipation. he possibly will leave the army 
with no provision for future compensation.

She hasn't anything further that is 
personal to say.”

In accordance 
with her principles, she has intimated, she 
will attempt without coloring to “tell the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
triith,”’ and let the facts themselves carry 
their own weight, without any such balance 
as even the tremor of an eyelagh would give. 

This is the tmplied plan, but to those who 
know Mrs. Tucker the question arises 
whether she can suppress the tremendous 
weight which a settled look of pathos and 
of still sorrow will give.

file with the railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion an application setting forth the fact that 
the consent of stockholders holding at least 
two-thirds of the stock has been obtained. 

Provision is made-for the meeting of the 
stockholders and the method by which the 
consent shall be gained is described. The 
application. if for bonds, notes, etc.; is re- 
avired t set forth the amount of the addi- 
tionaY indebtedness to incurred and the 
purpose for which it is intended. 

The commission, on the filing.of the appli- 
cation, is required to publish notice of a 
hearing to be given, and the railroad making 
the application is made Hable forall costs. It 
then is for the commission to determine, after 
hearing, whether the proposed issuance of 
bonds or increase in stock is for a lawful 
purpose and authorized by law, and to render 
a decision authorizing the issuance. The de- 
cision, it is required, shall be in writing, 
shall specify the amounts and the purpose, 
and shall be filled in the office of the commis- 
sion, a duplicate given to the corporation ap- 
plying for it. and a certificate of the decis- 
fon filed with the secretary of state. 


Stockholders Get First Chance. 


If a railroad corporation increases its cap- 
ital stock in pursuance to the proposed act it 
is required first to offer the increase propor- 
tionately to its stockholders at not less than 
per value. If after a specified length of time 
arly shares remain unsubscribed the corpora- 
tion may sell them at not less than par value 
“thereof, to be actually paid in money, 
labor, or property,” and no shares may be 
disposed of for less than the actual par value 
** received before the delivery thereof.” 

Violation of the proposed act would make 
the directors of a company liable to a fine of 
not more than $5,000 or imprisonment in the- 
penitentiary for not less than two years, or 
both. 

The anti-pass bill prepared by the railroad 
and warehouse commission for the governor 
differs slightly from the bill already intro- 
duced by Senator Hurburgh. It makes prac- 
tically the same exceptions, following the 
federal anti-pass law largely in this respect. 
It does not permit the exchange of railroad 
transportation for advertising. 

Two of the bills, taken separately, mean 
little, but considered together have large 
importance. One is the bill to control joint 
freight rates and the other’ the bill to com- 
pel railroads to connect their tracks at in- 
tersections where public policy demands it. 


Would Force Direct Dines. 


The latter would enable the railroad and 
warehouse commission to hitch up two 
towns, now separated by devious lines, by 
a comparatively direct connection at an in- 
tersection of two railroads and then to force 
the freight rates between the two towns 
down to a charge proportionate to the new 
distance thus established. , 

The bill to prevent extortion in joint freight 
rates seéks to give the commission author- 
ity to take up complaints against excessive 
charges. on freight required to be carried 
by two or more companies. It provides that 
the commission, in case the companies re- 
fuse to make a reasonable one, may estab- 
lish the maximum in ‘proportion to what 
would be the rate for the same distance if 
ene company were the carrier. 

The bill requiring the butiding of track 
connections at crossings and intersections 
authorizes the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission to require two or more railroad com- 
panies to connect their tracks when the in- 
terests or convenience of the public de- 
mands it, : 

The cost of such connections is to be dis- 
tributed proportionately between the com- 
panies requi to do the work. The bill to 
regulate the stringing of wires over railroad 
tracks requires that none shal! be less than 
twenty-five feet from the top of the rails. 
except in the case of trolley wires, which 
shall be not less than twenty-two feet from 
the top of the raila. The commission also is 
given the authority to require a greater 
height from the top of the ralis if in its opin- 
ion such a requirement is demanded to pre- 
vent accident. 3

Other firerhen immediately attempted @® 
reecue thé men from the piles of 
Several men were let down through the hole 
tn the roof with ropes to rescue their fellow 
firemen. 

The rescuing firemen found the victims aj- 
most completely covered with débris. Groans 
of sympathy were heard from the crowd as 
they were brought up on the outside of the 
building, ‘with their heads drooping to one 
side and their hair hanging over their smoke 
stained foreheads. 

Physicians had been called from all sides 
and Were ready to assist. All sorts of wagons 
were pressed into service and ambulances 
conveyed the injured to the Emergency hos- 
pital ae fast asethey could be extricated. 


Some Bodies Are Cremated. 

Half an hour afterward the rescuers ceased 
work, claiming that they thought some of the 
men were still in the bullding, but that they 
were cremated. At that time five dead and 
ten injured had been carried out. 

Women in the crowd of spectators fainted 
as man after man was lowered from the 
fourth floor to the ground by the aid of ropes.

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PNEUMONIA IN NEW PHASE 


Attacks Nose end Throat in Form 
Like Diphtheria. 


CONTAGIOUS AND DANGEROUS 


Health Derartment Finds Germs in 
Large Nuinbers. 


A new phase of. pneumonia has attracted 
the attention of the health department re- 
cently. lt attacks the nose and throat ina 
manner similar to diphtheria. It is not a 
new. disease, but its nature and effects are 
becoming ‘more ‘fully recognized by physi- 
clans. 

While there is no more danger of an epi- 
demic of this disease than there is of pneu- 
monia, if ordinary precautions are taken, the 
number ‘of cases of this affliction daily re- 
ported to the health department has ex- 
ceeded the record of other years.

THREE BARRAGES: AT WORK. 


Help Trvigate Land of the Pharaohs 
from Assouan North, 


~ [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—When on Tuesday the 
khedive of Egypt performed the ceremony of 
déclaring the Eenéh barrage in service, one 
of the most gigantic engineering feats of 
modern times received its crown. 

The new barrage is situated a distance by 
river of 162 kilometers north of the Assouan 
barrage, and stretches across the Nile at a 


|} height of 9.2 meters above low water mark, 


It is 900. meters long, pierced by 120 doors 
with ‘locks, 

The western extremity was begun after the 
Nile fiood of 1890, and work was carried on 
so energetically that it was finished eighteen 
monthg ahead of contracted time. 


Day of the Pharachs Recalled. 

For centuries before the conception of the 
reservoir and barrage enterprise the narrow 
strip along the Nile valley was rendered 
fruitful by floods which flowed over the banks 
and, receding, left behind a.deposit of rich 
mud. Since Joseph's day pertods of famine 
have falien on the land. 

The idea of the English engineers was to 
render the river dependable and use its fiood 
over a vastly increased area by storing the 
flood waters and freeing them.economically. 

The first step of the great work was the 
construction of the Assovan’ reservoir,” 750 
miles from the sea. and just below the beau- 
tiful island of Phile. .This will hold back 
2.300,000,000 tons of water, to be delivered 
at the lower reaches of the river when re- 
quired... Later there were built at intervals 
below Assouan three weirs, or barrages, to 
control the water level. 


Locations of the Barrages. 

. These are at .Eisneh, 110 miles below As- 
souan; at Assiout, 230 miles farther down, 
and at Zifta, on one arm of the delta. The 
Esneh barrage is the last to be completed. 

In the dam at Assouan are huge fron gates 
that open at the touch of a button and let the 
water through. Every morning a message 


much water is wanted, and the gates are 
opened accordingly. Then along hundreds 
-of miles of river_and thousands of miles of 
irrigation canals flow the life giving floods. 

The vastly increased acreage will now 
raise two crops instead of one of cotton, 
sugar, and grain.

Cuthbert was not named during the discus- 
sion of the question, but it was understood he 
was the one man aimed at in the passing of 
the amendment. The amendment was insert- 
ed in the L..M. Y. A. definition of * Corinth- 
lanism,'’ which rules that.“ no person who 
follows the sea as a means of livelihood, or 
who hag accepted remuneration for services 
rendered in handling or serving on a yacht, 
or who is a professional in any other sport, 
shall be considered a Corinthian yachts- 
man.”"’ Under the action taken yesterday, 
the significant words, “or any professional 
designer or builder of yachts,"’ was inserted 
after the word “‘ yacht '’ in the old rule. Cuth- 
bert is both a designer and builder, and as 
theré is no other man in the local yachting 
game who follows both vocations, there is no 
doubt as to the intent of the delegates. 


Cuthbert Threatens Dire Things. 

Cuthbert was “among those present ”’ 
when the blow fell, and after the amendment 
\ presented by G. H. Atkin, a delegate of the 
South Shore Country club, had been carried 
by a vote of 10 te 4, the skipper whose ekil} 
brought the Lipten cup to the Chicago Yacht 
clul), and who also kept the Nutting.cup in 
the same organization by his work on the 
eighteen footer Pequod, threatened to do dire 
things to the delegates, both individually and 
collectively. 

One thing Cuthbert avers he will do tn re- 
taliation is to scuttle the good ship lL. M. Y.

To fight or not to fight, that is the question 
béfore James J.-Jeffries. To take up the 
white man’s burden and enter the ring with 
Jack Johnson or to remain in retirement and 
turn his back on a measly $120,000 1s a matter 
not’ only of impertance to Jeff but to the 
whole fighting world. 

At first I was of the opinion that Jim would 
never enter the roped arena again. He had 
relinquished his hold on the title and did what 
most other great fighters and athletes have 
done, quit exercising. The reaction was s0 
great that Jeff became fat and possessed of 
that tired feeling known to every athlete who 
suddenly drops his physical training. 

When I saw Jeff and taiked to him in Los 
Angeles he was sure he would neyer return to 
the ring again. He was so far out of con- 
dition that he thought then he would never 
be able to get back inte form. I believed Jeff 
and I would never have offered to take on the 
big black, Jack, if I had thought for a minute 
Jeff intended to fight. 


Straight Tip from Friend. 

Now I have it straight from a friend who is 
close to Jeffries that he would accept a 
proposition to fight Johnson if enough money 
was Offered him. And I believe it is the truth. 
Jeff is doing little to indicate that he means 
business, nevertheless I feéi certain he has 
fully made up his mind to take on Johnson 
if anything like a purse of $120,000 is hung 


up. 

I hope Jeff is-in earnest, and that he does 
enter the ring, but I want to see him in shape. 
I want to see him in as good physical condi- 
tion as he ever was. To take any chances 
with Johnson would be dangerous. It was 
not so bad for the big black to whip Tommy 
Burns, but for him to win over Jeffries would 
be a blow from which it would take the game 
many years to recover. 

I do not want to be misunderstood, how- 
ever. I do not beHeve that Johnson would 
stand a ghost of a show with Jeff if the big 
fellow was in shape, and if he entered the 
ring in onty half the condition he was when 
he won the world’s championship he would 
be picked by nine-tenths of the fans the 
worid over as the winner. 


Needs Year and a Half. 


After seeing and talking with Jeffries I 
came to the conclusion it would take the big 
fellow at least a year to get in anything like 
fighting condition for a world’s champion- 
ship battle, and to be right the former king 
of the heavies ought to'give ip a year and a 
half to get in tiptop form. 

As soon as I issued the challenge to John- 
son to fight for the title I started to exercise, 
and there has not been a day since then that 
I have not used the dumb bells and Indian 
clubs. I also do considerabieé road work, 
and, despite the fact that I am only a second 
choice, I propose to get into condition. Then 
if Jeff does not care to meet Johnson I am 
going to force him into a fight and show the 
public what a man of my age can do. 

I have made up my mind that if no one 
else cares to take on Johnson he will not get 
out of showing his hand. To whip Burns 
did not make him a champion, and he wil! 
find it out. 


Will “Call” Talkative Ones. 

Battling Nelson is sure going to call the 
bluff of some of the talkative lightweights 
who have been claiming he did not care to 
mix with them. He is going’to take on the 
public’s choice and then it will be shown who 
is the better man in the division at the pres- 
ent time. 

There has never becn any question in my 
mind as to Nelson's superiority over “ Packy”’ 
McFariand, “Cyclone " Thompson, \Tommy 
Moore, Leach Cross, Freddie Welsh, or any 
other, In fact, I have placed Nelson among 
the greatest fighters in the world’s pugilistic 
history. He possesses a better punch than 
“ Young” Griffo ever had and as much en- 
durance as “Kid” Lavigne, and as much 
nerve as any pugilist that ever lived. 

I have often thought what a great fight 
" Kid * Lavigne would have made with Nel- 
son. In many respects Lavigne was Nelson’s 
equal and in head work and cleverness he 
had a shade on the Battler. I look upon La- 
vigne’s fight with Joe Walcott as one of the 
greatest in all the annals of pugilistic history,

In a short fight McFarland, Weish, 
and, in fact, any of the ones mentioned above 
would give the Dane a rub, but in a long 
winded affair he would win. 

In a twenty round bout Nelson, it ig 
claimed,. would be outpointed. In the last 
fight with Gans Nelson certainly was not out- 
pointed by Gans, and if Nelson is finally 
forced to fight any of the anxious ones in 
either a twenty or twenty-five round battle 
I think he will be returned a virtor. I cer- 
tainly hope he gets together wih one of 
them and especially “ Patky’’ NicPFariland 
or Welsh. It wil be a great fight.

LVALRY betweeh tie 5 cent theater 
and the saloon is Impending in certain 
parts of Chicago. Ihe 5 cent theater 
according to the saloon men in-these 
neighborhoods, is cutting in on their , 
trade. Many a young man who otherwise 
came to the saloon evenings to buy a few 
drinks an@ have a chat with his friends now 
spends his three or four nickels in the 5 cent 
theaters of the neighborhood. 

It is not of course the confirmed saloon fre- 
quenter that prefers the theaters té the sa- 
toon, It is the young man who went to the 
saloon. merely because, there was no other. 
place in the neighborhood where he could go 
im order to see different faces and to be away 
from home for a while. The theater for such 
a@ young man affords even more excitement 
and chatige than the saloon, while eliminat, 
ing many of the disagreeable features whic 


treating apd the headache which one may 
‘carry away upon leaving. 

“It does not amount to a great deal, but it 
cuts in on the trade,’” explained a saloon- 
* The theater with 
its jokes and moving pictures will not appeal 
to the man who wants to get a beer or a 
whisky. But it does. appeal to the young 
man who is looking fér a place in which to 
spend a pleasant half hour or so. Formerly 
that man would go into the nearby saloon, at 
first as an experiment only. Later he would 
make some acquaintances or would meet his 
old friends there and this would lead to his 
visiting the place quite regularly. The S cent 
theaters have drawn away a good deal of 
such trade.”’ :

‘Transient Trade Least Affected. 

On the west and northwest sides, and espe- 
cially along Halsted stréet and Milwaukee 
avenue, where the 5 cent theaters are most 
numérous, the gajoon is perhaps least affect- 
ed by them. At least it is not felt by any of 
the saloon proprietors in the neighborhood. 

“ Our trade here is mostly transient,”’ ex- 
plained a saloonkeeper on Halsted street. 
” Our customers are not men from the imme- 
diate neighborhood only. They come from ail 
parts of the city. Take a walk through Hal- 
ated street on an eVening and you" will find 
men from almost every nationality in Chi- 
cago. They come here from all parte of the 
city. If some of them get a sudden inspira- 
tion and turn’ their steps from the saloon to 
the theater—well, then we simply don’t no- 
tice it. 

“I can readily Bee, however, that it might 
cut in @ great’deal on the saloon in another 
part of the city, where most of the trade is 
drawn from people in the neighborhood and 
where the saloonkeeper knows his customers 
and even his prospective customers by name. 
In such neighborhoods the saloon frequently 
holds the same position as the grocery store 
holds in a country town. It ts the arena 
where everything which concerns everybody 
else is thrashed out.. It is. in a way a sort 
of a social tlub. A theater, therefore, which 
affords amusemeht and offers opportunities | 
for people to while away a good portion of 


saloon there.” :

It may be possible to cut the skirt out without any 
piecing; but if not, try to have the piecing-come where 
it can be disguised by bias bands or trimming of some 
sort to the best advantage. But above all things, no 
eutting should be done until every gore has been 
planned for. When sure it is all allowed for cut the 
skirt out and make, trimming or not as seems best. 
A short, boned girdle has to be perfectly fitted and 
the skirt is hung from the top of this. The skirt will 
look well with absolutely no trimming and if it turns 
out well will be worthy of a new blouse to wear with it. 

This should match the skirt perfectly in color, but 
one may choose from a variety of materials. A soft 
silk or satin crépe de chine or a tucked net will be 
equally suitable and pretty. If one wants something 
dressy choose plain satin, matching the skirt in color, 
and make like the blouse worn with the skirt in the 
illustration. The body of the blouse can be cut. from 
a Shirt waist pattern, making it plain in the back; 
and in the front laying a one inch plait on each 
shoulder near the armhole before pinning the pattern 
in position. 

Cut out, baste together, and try on. Chalk a line 
around the neck, going down toa “V" in the front; 
take off and continue the rounding neck line across the 
back, but not the “VY.” Cut out one-half inch above 
the chalk line, so as to allow for a seam. Turn in 
the edge of the neck all around, first finishing | the 
shoulder seams; and baste down.

This vest will be pretty made of a fancy silk hav- 
ing for the ground the same color as the blouse, and 
after the pattern has been made, fold it ‘through the 
middle and measure from the bottom of the point in 
the middle of the front to the bottom of the pattern 
in the back to see how long a length of silk will be 
needed. least th uarters of an inch should be 
allowed to fest under the edge of the blouse all around. 

At the points where the shoulder tabs begin, snip 
the seam in, on both back and front ends to the turn- 
ing in point, then turn the edges of the tabs in, 
baste down, and face or line with the Plain. silk. This 
is a particular piece of work and great care must be 
taken not to stretch any part of the vest. After the 
tabs are lined the vest should be basted to the blouse 
and stitched jn position. Then the backs are turned 
in and finished with hooks and eyes and the rounding 
neck faced with a piece of bias silk. This lest is not 
an easy piece of work and unless the handling 1s of 
the most delicate the neck can easily be stretched 
out of shape.

Making a garment over is always a questionable 
piece of economy where it is necessary to spend much 
money for new materials to go with it. Of course it 
is all right to spend a little, if necessary, but one 
should always aim to make the materials on hand go 
as far as possible. Trimmings of various kinds which 
have been taken care of and laid away should be used 
if possible. In really making anything over it is best 
to not use any half Way measures; but do the work 
thoroughly by ripping, sponging; pressing, and any- 
thing which may be necessary, Then see how modish 
the transformation can be made to be. 

Some of the newest gowns seen recently show some 
fullness across the back, either in the form of gathers 
or quarter inch tucks running up and dqgwn-—measuring 
eleven inches down from the waist and put in about 
one inch apart across the back breadths. And in an 
old style dress like the one shown there will be enough 
cloth to do this nicely. 

The skirt can be left plain across the front and 
sides, or, if the material ig soft enough, there may be 
left a slight fullness. The gowns shown are made 
of a shadow checked voile in’ a lovely blue and the 


‘ new skirt is finished around the bottom, as some of 


the newest are, with @ bias band of satin in a plain 
color. In this case the same or a darker shade of 
blue will be appropriate, The short waisted effect is 
carried out by the crushed girdle, matching the trim-

The little combination garment is comfortable and 
warm and easy to make. The yoke can be of .the 
material, tucked, or the plain material, trimmed with 
the narrowest soutache. Then this is attached to the 
body of the combination, which should be fitted in 4 
little under the arms, putting the knickerbockers and 
plain sleeves into narrow bands of some contrasting 
material. Over this is worn the little two piece “ jibba,”’ 
made with a seam on the shoulders and under the arms 

The garment is straight in the middle front and 
back and for that reason must be well gored under 
the arms. It does not fit in to the figure at all, but 
starts to widen out as soon as the armhole is left 
This is an ideal style for play dresses for summer 
made of gingham or percale. 

An entirely different style dress, pretty for a girl 
from 4 to 6 or 7 years, is the one with the double 
row of buttons down the front of the waist. There 
should be no difficulty in cutting it down from a large 
dress. For this time of year serge would be pretty or 
the lighter weight cloths would be equally so. The 
skirt and blouse are made separately and joined undef 
the belt. The skirt is tut from a circular pattern 
and has one box plait with two shallow plaits either 
side, both in the front and the back, and is finished 
around the bottom with a deep hem. 

* 

The blouse can be cut from any ordinary pattern by 
first marking offethe little straight yoke on the front, 
then taking two lengths for the rest of the front an@ 
laying the plaits like the picture. Make the back in 
one piece, laying the plaits to match those in the front 
—and laying them from neck to bottom. The sleeves 
are cut from an ordinary one piece pattern, with-~ but 
slight curving in the seam; and the tucks are laid for 
the cuffs before the seam is stitched. Baste the tucks 
in, then baste the seam together, and try on, to see 
that the sleeve is not too tight. . 

If the cloth that this dress is to be made from will 
not admit of a circular pattern being used for the 
skirt, nearly the same effect can-be had from straight 
breadths, with the plaits leid on the straight of the 
goods, then laying the plaits closer together at the top 
so as to give the flare.

Boys’ knickerbocker sults and even small coats 
often can be made most successfully from some full 
sized garment, provided it is something woolen and 
of good quality; but it is folly to take tinie to cut up 
cotton cidthes for the purpose of making over. If 
such things have had any reasonable wear the cloth 
will be too tender to pay for the time and labor taken. 
Perhaps a dress sometimes may be cut over into an 
apron and. give some little wear, ant this is not so 
bad for tue labor was little. 

Girls who like to do dots can make a pretty skirt 


by using three widths of lace in the flounce and gradu- 
ating the distance between. The spaces are then filled 
with graduated dots, the largest at the bbttom. They 
should be heavily padded so as to stand out well. 
Scmetimes the insertion is set in to make oblong or oval 
panels, and the bottom of the flounce is cut into shal- 
low semicircles, to which the lace is. rolled. In the 
center of each panel is worked a floral design in solid 
or open work embroidery. Instead of making the 
panels of the insertion oval medallions of Valenciennes 
lace can be used, outlined in a wreath of open work 
embroidery ‘beyond a narrow line of satin stitch. 

The new serges in the old fashioned dark blue shades 
are pretfy and practical.

Rules of the Contest. 
Rules and explanations ecorterning the 
contest are. here appended that these who 
missed the earlier announcements may in- 
form themselves concerning it: 

The basis of royalties as agreed upon by 
Mr. Powers for tie production if the ¢ play 
promises to succeed after the trial perform- 
ance is 4 per cent of the first $4,000, 6 per 
cent of the next $3,000, and 7T™ per cent of all 
over $7,000 on the weekly gross receipts. 
This royalty, of course, will be entirely in 
addition to. the $100 cash prize awarded to 
the winner. 

The winner of the second prize will receive 

in cash and the winner of the third prize 
will receive $25. Other plays of merit will 
receive honorable mention. ~ While there is no 
guaranty that these supplementary winners 
will have their plays produced, they will be 
Placed. in communication with producing 
managers and in this way they will have 
every advantage in bringing their work to 
the attention of professionals. 

The primary object of the tontest is to se-_ 
eure one or more wholesome American plays, 
with strong and origina! plots and good char- 
acters. The rules are simple: 

Scenarios should not exceed 2,000 words in 
length. They must be typewritten, double 
spaced, and written on but one side of the 
paper. 

Scenarios should describe, in reasonable 
detail, a finished drama; the number of acts, 
number of scenes, number and style of char- 
acters, and give a connected résumé of the 
story. 

No more than two scenarios are to be sub- 
mitted by one author. This will permit one 
serious drama and one comedy drama, should 
an author have two such plays in mind.

They will be 
given until June 1 to write the plays, which 
will be submitted again to the judges for the 
final awards. 

In the first issue of THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
in July, public announcement will be made 
of the prize winners and of the date upon 
which the play receiving the first award will 
be produced. 

‘The names of the judges will not be made 
public during the competition, so that their 
work will not be hampered by the appeals or 
explanations of thoughtless contéstants, but 
they will be men so well known in the theat- ;

names of the authors will not be known to the 
judges until after the scenarios are passed 
upon, so that all the contestants who send in 
typewritten manuscripts and comply with 
the rules will nave absolutely the same 
chance. 

As scenarios are received they are placed 
in a safety deposit vault which THe SuNDAY 
TRIBUNE has tented in one of the largest 
banks in.Chicago. Here the manuscript will 
be entirely safe after its receipt. Tus Sun- 
DAY TRIBUNE, however, cannot guarantee the 
safety of scenarios or plays before they reach 
this office, or while they are in the mails.

THE CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 

Supt. Cooley’s resignation will: be de- 
plored by all who have at heart the wel- 
se of the Chicago schools, but it will 

not surprise them. “There are few men 
who, even when they are good fighters, 
would not seek some restful position after 
nearly nine years of almost incessdnt 
strife. The wonder is that Mr. Cooley 
was able to stand the strain so long. <A 
feebler man in his place would have given 
up. the battle years ago. 

The difficulties under which Mr. Gonkey 
labored were. not limited to the- hostility 
of the Dunne school board, due to his | 
opposition to their projects for the utter 
demoralization of the schools. There is 
little danger of such an aggregation: ever 
again ruling the beard of education. 
There remains as a source of future trou- 
ble the fact that the law does not give 
the superintendent sufficient authority. 


will of an office whose occupant should 
be assured of permanency for a term of 


i- | years. The law makes the head ‘of the 


school system, the trained edlicator, a 
mere servant of a-board made up of men 
who are not educators and a majority of 
whom can at any moment set aside his ‘ 
wisest plans. Where educatiana! detéils 
are concerned the superintendent sh tia be 
supreme. 

The defects of the Chicage school laws 
ate generally known to American edu- 
cators. Their existence will make it hard 
for the board of education to induce any 
one of them of recognized high standing 
to step into Mr. Cooley's shoes and be- 
come the heir of his troubles.. Nor-are 
‘the men. who are best qualified to take 
charge of the schools of this great city 
unaware of the existence of. the Haley- 
ites. They have fought Mr. Cooley. They 
will fight any man who may succeed him 
who does not knuckle down to them in 
everything. No self-respecting man would 


do this, but if he did not he would be 


the target of unremitting abuse. 

For the sake of the children in the Chi-. 
cago schools, who have suffered much - 
through the warfare of recent years, the 
laws should be amended so that the man 
who is nominally at the head of the 


‘schools and responsible for their good 


educational management should be really 
at their head ahd really responsible, 
Furthermore, the board membership 
should be cut -down from twenty-one to 
fifteen at the most. That would make a 
more workable body, competent to dis- 
charge with greater efficiency the business 
duties to which it should chiefly confine . 
itself. 

Something must be ‘done to make the 
path smoother for Mr. Cooley's successor 
or it will be.impogsible for him to restore

the unemployed. The secretary of the 
dredgemen’s organization said that an 
appropriation for the dredging of a twen- 
ty-six foot channel from Buffalo to Dnu- 
luth and Chicago would provide work for 
thousands of f~nemployed dredgeworkers. 
This seems.to have been the only state- 
ment as to the occupation and number of 
the unemployed. : } 

A conference over the unemployed can 
be of little value. until there are reagon- 
ably accurate figures as to the numberof 
men who want work and cannot. find, it, 
what trades they follow, if skilled labor- 
‘ets, and how they are distributed geo- 
graphically. . 
problem of the unemployed is much more 
acute than here—it is, indeed, the question 
of thé hour—there is an appreach to aceu- 
rate returns. The labor unions made re- 
ports to the board of trade which showed 
that lasf December 9.1 per cent-of their 


trade also receives reports from employ- 
ers’ associations and other sourcés. In 
the United States there is no such system- 
atic collection of information.

The present earl of Caithness is unmarried, 
and, while a territorial magnate in thie coun- 
ry, does not own a single rood of land in 

tland. Im olden times the estates of his 
earldom embraced the entire northern part 
ef, Scotland, from sea to sea, and included 
then subject to the 
sugerainty of the Norwegian crown. But 
nothing of this remains to the present lord 
of Caithness. The last remaining estates 
were eliminated by the fifteenth earl, who 
died in 1888 without issue. For some rea- 
son or other he was imbued with senti- 
ments of bitter hatred towards the present 
earl and his father, both of them remote 
kingmen, and on dying bequeathed the whole 
of his mneoorty to a college chum of the 
name of R. F. G. Heatheote:. Suit was 
brought to upset the will and the legal pro- 
ceedings ended in its being invalidated. 
Unfortunately thie did not benefit the peti- 
tioner. For the invalidation had the effect 
of rendering the fifteenth éarl practically 
intestate, the estates in consequence thereof 
going to his next of kin in the female line. 
These were Sir James Buchanan of Craigend 
as lineal descendant of Lady Janet Buch- 
anan, daughter of the twelfth earl of Caith- 
ness, while the other turned out to be an 
Australian squatter, Who furnished proofs 
that he was the great-grandson of Lady 
Charlotte MacGregor, the other daughter of 
the twelfth earl, who died in 1810. 

Both the present earl and his father, the 
sixteenth of the line, have on several oc- 
casions been also obliged to defend in the 
courts their rights to: thé earldom, the most 
notable of the claimants having been @ 
Presbyterian minister of the name of John 
Sinclair of the parish of Kinloch Rannoch 
in Perthshire, who carried his case to the 
house of lords, but without success. It is 
doubtful, indeed, whether there is any house 
of the Scottish @ristocracy that has furnished 
more subjects for. litigation than that of 
Sinclair, its ancestry being of so complicated 
and intricate a character that its honors 
bave rarely passed from one holder to an- 
other without legal proceedings.

It wae Sir John Sinclair, sixth baronet of 
Dunbeath, the grandfather of the newly 
created peer, who made an attempt to intro- 
duce the nightingale into Scotland. He 
commissioned a London dealer to purchase 
hundreds of nightingale's eggs at the liberal 
price of a shilling each. They were well 
packed in wool and sent to Scotland by mail 
coach. A number of trustworthy men had 
previously been engaged to take especial! 
eare\ of all robin redbreasts’ nests where 
the eggs could be hatched in safety. The 
robins’ eggs were removed and replaced hy 
those of the nightingale, which were hatched 
and reared by their foster mothers. The 
young nightingales when they were fledged 
seemed perfectly at home in the place where 


they first saw the light, and when, in the | 
autumn, the usual period of migration ar- | 


rived, they departed for the south. They 
never returned. And today Scotland re- 
mains without nightingales. 

The Sinclairs have.a number of American 
associations in addition to the home which 
the head of the family maintains in thie 
country, in North Dakota. Thus, Sir John 
Tollemache Sinclair, the owner of Thurso 
castle, is father-in-law of a daughter 
of Mahlon Sands of New York, and it is the 
latterss boy, now 19 years of age, who is 
destined to inherit his baronetcy, his ancient 
castle, and his extensive estates, extending 
over an area of a hundred square miles. Old 
Sir John, now in his eighty-fourth year, was 
one of the pages of honor of Queen Adelaide 
and enjoys some renown as a poet and as 
an author: He is an original character in his 
way, and is a first cousin of Archdeacon 
Sinclair, the celebrated London divine, and 
a nephew of the novelist, the late Catherine 
Sinclair. She and her six sisters were noted 

r their huge stature, and the story ran 
that the half dozen of them together made 
up ‘‘forty-three feet of Misses Sinclair,’ 
while the pavement in front of their father’s 
town house at Edinburgh was known as 
“The Giants’ Causeway.”’

_ but, as a member of the cabinet, accords his 


chief consideration in such matters to the 
ministerial majority in parliament. And the 


opinions of parliament in the matter of the 
Indian administration are worthless. 


The 
members of that body have as a rule no 
knowledge of India beyond what they have 
obtained from the newspapers, have, in- 


deed, an extremely limited acquaintance with 
colonial and internetional policies, their views 


being. distinctly parochial. They fail to 
realize that principles and laws that are in- 


“dispensable for the good order’and welfare of ~ 


the public in the united kingdom, are alto- 
gether inapplicable in India, and that, on the 


other hand, King Edward is compelled to 


tolerate domestic slavery, polygamy, and 


other things of the same kind in India, which 


he could not possibly permit in Great Britain. 


The attempts of the British government to 


rule India in accordance with the views and 


prejudices of the parliamentary majority at 


Westminster have always resulted in failure 
and in trouble, and the only secretaries of 


state for India who have proved a success 
are those who have worked independently of 
parliament and both in touch and in unison 
with the viceroy-and his council at Calcutta. 


> 

Now Lord Morley of Blackburn, eminent in 
literature, and in statecraft where the do- 
mestic affairs of Great Britain are concerned, 


is one of these ministers who are endeavor- 


ing to rule India with a greater regard for 


the parliamentary majority at Westminster 


than for the views, based on experience, of 


the viceroy and of his fellow administrators 


at Calcutta. 

The innovations to which he has committed 
himself in connection with the government 
of India, while they commend themselves to 
people in England, are looked upon as im- 
practicable and even dangerous by British 
officialdom throughout the length and 
breadth of Hindostan. And it is becaiise 
Lord Minto resents the manner in which he 


has been overridden by Lord Morley, and 


because he does not desire to have any 
hand in the execution of a policy of which 
he strongly disapproves, that he is resigning 
the viceroyalty of India, the grandest and 
most lucrative office in the gift of the Brit- 
ish crown. 

Lord Curzon, who had taken the trouble 
to make a profound study of everything re- 
lating to India before he became governor 
general, was obliged to throw up the office 
in-the same way, when, hectored and over- 
ruled, not only in matters of imperial pol- 
icy, but even in mere administrative and 
local details, by Lord Morley’¢s unionist 
predecessor as secretary of state for India, 
St. John Brodrick, now Lord Midleton. 

A brief sketch of the so-called India office 
in London, from which India is now ruled 
by Lord Morley, may be of timely interest, 
the more so that relatively little is known, 
even tn England, of its constitution. It may 
be said to be the result of an evolution. 
Prior to the Indian mutiny Iné-a was ad- 
ministered in trust for the crown by the 
chartered concern known as the Honorable 
East India company. The authority in those 
days was vested in the board of directors, 
supervised by the so-called board of control, 
created by Pitt's bill of 178. The board of 
control was supposed to represent the crown 
in connection with the directorate of the 
East India company, and consisted of « 
presjdent (who only subsequent to 1811 was a 
member of the cabinet) and certain other 
members of the administration, who held 
their seats ex officio. There is no record, 
however, of their haying exercised their
